GovorDmeol Btoomer. 1'. is also hijjhly 
neoeesary that communication ebould be 
more Irequont than lb tho p'ftSt, or tven 
at present. But perhnps iho mosi im- 
portant point of all is the fixingVof a !ow 
tarifi both as regard- frt-ignt tuul pusi- 
ago, Tbifi will really onuhiiiu'e Hie 
most important element in tho coq raet. 
It is undeniable that ibo hi^b rnio of 
charges has lormetf tho most serious 
obBtaole to fiaocess in the p'lst ; and al« 
thotigh the rafes were considerably re- 
duced at tho cointncneemont of the pto- 
sont year, they will still udmu of mute 
rial reduction. Why should p^esnge 
between here and' Naiiaimb be fj.ar 
dollars ? . Two and .a half would be 
ample. Tbb eamo remarks will npidy 
to freight, — and especially to smulloi 
parcels, a charge of flliy cents 
being made for tbo most tri- 
Tial thiog. Thero need bo do heBlta^ 
lion whatever inaaserliug ttnit n good steamer, 
m&kiDB more frequent tripa niid cbar«iiif; 
about one-biill of llio jircsent rules, would, in 
a Tsry short time, doublo and treble the busi- 
neaa. AdJ ihit is really the gnma objLcl lo 
be arrived at,— the iDcreascd prospenty and 
enlarged developmeut of tho varioua interests 
aloDg th^Coaet. Ife may possibly be remind- 
ed that the obligations of the Federal Gov- 
ernment end witli tbe transmlBSton of mail 
matter along the route in question.
